SHEEP AND LAMBS 


(i) NUMBERS Sheep numbers decreased by 677,000 (4.1 per cent) from the record of 
16,414,500 at 31st March 1962, but they were still more than 100,000 
greater than the pre-1962 peak of 15,634,300 at 31st March 1959. 


In the ten years to 31st March 1963 total numbers of sheep in the 
State increased by 3,701,000 (31 per cent) from 12,036,500, the largest increases 
occurring in Seuth Eastern Divisien (2,270,264 to 4,444,154; 96 per eent) and Central 
Divisien (2,618,508 to 3,465,806; 32 per cent). 


There were 5,443,400 lambs marked during 1962, a decrease of 201,000 
from the record number of 5,644,400 in the previous year.
